COLONEL URGES PATRIOTISM 


We Must Bear Conflict Manfully and 


Pay With Blood. 


Xew York, April S.—An appeal for 


patriotic service and devotion to the 
nation in its hour of need made to- 
night by Colonel Theodore Roosevelt 
before Kings county Republican com- 
mittee in Brooklyn evoked great en- 
thusiasm. 


Having "failed in time of peace to 


prepare for war," Colonel Roosevelt 
said, the United States and the entente 
allies will "pay for this act of folly" 
before the war ends. Meantime, he 
urged Americans to bear themselves 
manfully in the conflict "and pay with 
our blood" sending to the front as 
rapidly as possible a great force of 
fighting men. 


The former president discussed the- 


country's participation in the war in 
its military, 
social, 
and industrial 


phases. He suggested incorporation 
of the unmarried men of the National 
Guard of the state into regiments filled 
out either by the draft or from volun- 
teers from the exempted classes, and 
the despatch of these men to France 
or England for a period of intensive 
training preparatory to taking their 
places on the firing line. 


America has a two-fold duty at this 


time, 
Colonel 
Roosevelt said—first, 


"immediately to meet with every in- 
strumentality available the immediate 
needs of the war," and second, "per- 
manently to shape our policy not mere- 
ly in military, but in social, and indus- 
trial matters, so as to place this re- 
public on a. permanent foundation of 
justice and strength." 


Back of the military preparation, 


and essential to it, Colonel Roosevelt 
continued, must be industrial and ag- 
ricultural preparation.

FRENCH MISSION PROCEEDS 


Roco\ered from Shock of Accident: 


Given Great Ovations. 


With French "War Mission, May S. 


— On a speedy journey from South- 
ern Illinois through Indiana to Ohio, 
members of France's

were given a hearty welcome at Terre 
Haute, Indianapolis, Richmond, Ind., 
Urbana, Ohio, and Columbus.

Too Many Men for Training Ctimpt. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—More 


than 200.000 men, five times as many 
as can be accommodated, have applied 
for admission to the sixteen officers' 
training cnmps which opened todny to 
begin developing the men who will 
lead American armies to he raised in 
the next four months. About 60,000 
have been certifiuu foi admission and 
from these 40,000 will be selected and 
placed under instruction in the next 
ten days. 


Men already holding commissions !n 


the officers' reserve corps began re- 
porting today. The remainder of the 
2,r>00 assigned to each camp will re- 
port by next Monday when organiza- 
tion of Infantry companies for the first 
month of hard drilling will begin. 


Washington, D. C., May S.—A war 


revenue bill designed to raise $1,SOO,- 
000 by taxation during' the coming 
year was approved finally in the house 
ways and means committee today by 
a unanimous vote. 
Chairman Kitchin 


said that the measure will be reported 
to the house tomorrow to be brought 
up 
for consideration Thursday. 
He 


thinks It will be passed by the house 
without political division in a few days, 
although there will be vigorous op- 
position to some features. 
Meanwhile 


the senate finance committee will begin 
public hearing on the bill Friday. 


This brings the amount to be raised 


up to the desired total, the house com- 
mittee wrote into the bill a flat in- 
crease of 10 per cent in all existing 
tariff duties, and 10 per cent on all 
articles now admitted free or esti- 
mated to bring in $240,000,000. In 
addition it was decided to make all In- 
come 
tax 
increases retroactive, be- 


ginning with 
the 
present calendar 


year. 


The income tax increases, applying 


to both personal and cornoratior. in- 
comes, are designed to produce $033,- 
000,000 more than the present income 
tax receipts. 


Most of the new revenue will come 


from the income, except profit and 
inheritance taxes. 


The war income tax section would 


double the present normal tax of two 
per cent on individuals and three per 
cent on corporations. It would lower 
the exemption of individual incomes 
from $4,000 to $2,000 in the case of 
married persons and from ?:!,000 to 
$1,000 for the unmarried. In addition 
beginning with 
incomes 
of $5,000 


graduated super taxes \\ould be im- 
posed in addition to the normal four 
per cent, ranging up to 33 per cent on 
all incomes o^er half a million dollars 
a year. 


Newspapers would be required to 


pay five per cent on all ad%ertibing col- 
lections.

IMPROVED KANSAS ROADS. 


Public Sentimwit For Better Highway* 


I* Inoreaaing Rapidly. 


A marked improvement in Kansas 


roads Is noticeable in all parts of the 
state and especially In, those counties 
where the road work has been placed 
under the direct supervision of a coun- 
ty engineer. 


"County boards are beginning to real- 


ize that their many other duties make 
it impossible for them to give proper 
attention to the county roads," said 
W. S. Gearhart, state highway engi- 
neer. "Where the county engineer and 
county boards 
work co-operatively 


much good work is done and it is done 
more efficiently than could possibly 
have been done by the board alone. 
Under this system, now being carried 
out In a number of the counties, the 
county board determines what road 
work shall be done and the county en- 
gineer is made directly responsible for 
carrying out their plans. 


"Sentiment in favor of better roads 


for Kansas is Increasing rapidly be- 
cause fio many persons have had op- 
portunity to observe what other states 
are doing along this line 
The earth 


roads in th's state are the best In the 
country, but it is hard to keep them in 
repair, especially In tvet seasons 
The 


summer rains of 1915 caused the bot- 
tom to drop out of our earth roads, 
and they are Just now being brought 
back into their former condition 


"Roads are being built with the idea 


of permanency. In many communities 
temporary makeshifts are no longer 
tolerated. Cement culverts replace di- 
lapidated bridges, and all other road 
improvement Is of a more durable 
character than formerly. 


"Kansas now has an average of one 


automobile for eveiy mile of road, and 
if the state expects to keep pace with 
this increasing traffic the main trav- 
eled roads sooner or later must be sur- 
faced with durable materials. Of all 
the different kinds of material avail 
able for road surfacing gravel pioba- 
bly is the best for Kansas conditions 
so long as the traffic does not exceed 
200 vehicles a day. "When the traffic 
Increases beyond this number brick or 
cement is the best material 


"Gravel 
deposits 
are 
numerous 


throughout all of that part of Kansas 
east of a north and south line through 
Solomon. This fact makes gravel the 
cheapest surfacing material. Because 
It la so plentiful and so easily obtained 
it is cheap in respect to both first cost 
and maintenance."
